Bo they took from tb* cathedral 
a ooffln (nppo**d to contain hi* bones 
and aant it la a ship to llavann No 
body snamad to hnrhor any dnubt that 
the tranatanitf boues were Indeed 
thoae of Cotamboa aad tbe restlpg 
place to which they were consigned in 
Havana became a ahrine nnd one of 
the chief "sights" of the Cuban city. 

[lilt Id 1877 Santo Domingo gave 
Cuban aad BpMlk aaB B daao* a rud* 
shock. A OoariBlaaa priaat named* 
Bllllat wlablag to opes a door long 
waned up In tb* cathedral, uncovered 
one end of a ntetal casket In a for- 
gotten \ault. Me loat no time in no- 
tifying Ulsbop Cochla of Santo Do- 
mlaso, who, la bla tuni, Informed a 
nnmbar of notabla* of th* city. Inclod- 
ing several of tb* (orelgn consuls. 61 
the priest's diecovory. Ilcfore them 
all workmen dog Into tbe vault and 
Bacov*r*d th* eoaa, la It w*k« found 
a qnanttty of bonaa aad dtmt aad two 
Inscriptions. One of thea* waa deci- 
pbered ami deelareil to be an abbre- 
viation of tbe SiMiiilsh words meaning 
"DIaoaverar of America. First Admi- 
ral." The other Inacrlptlon was read 
aa "llltro \ Rs.io Varon Dn. Cristoval 
Colon I Illustrious and distinguished 
gentleman. Don Christopher Colum- 
busl." Tbis seemed lo show beyond 
all doubt that the remains of tbe dls- 
eovarer bad never l*ft Banto Domin- 
go. The natlvaa of tha repabUe took 
that view without heslialion and oala- 
brate.l the tlml with great eatbablaam.
